himself and had to be pushed. 
In 1960 it took the urging of 
Republican chairmen from six 
counties to force Scranton to 
leave his job with the State De­ 
partment and come home to 
run for Congress. 
While 
the 
late 
President 
John 
F. 
Ken­ 
nedy 
carried 
the district 
by 
30,000 votes, Scranton won his 
race by 17,000. 
Two years later Scranton an­ 
nounced plans to run for a sec 
ond term in the House and then 
retire from politics. This time 
it took pressure from all the 
state’s top GOP leaders and 
from former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower to talk to him 
into running for governor. 
On election day the Demo­ 
crats had a bulge of 160,000 
registered votes. But when the 
ballots were counted, Scranton 
had won by a whopping 470,000 
votes. 
Although slow to make his

He pushed a one per cent in­ 
crease in the state’s sales tax 
through a reluctant legislature 
on the ground it was essential 
to the public welfare.

Toll Bridges 


A traffic increase of 4.11 per 
cont and a revenue increase of 
0.79 per cent for May compared 
to last year was reported yes­ 
terday on the five toll bridges 
operated by the Delaware R iv­ 
er Joint Toll Bridge Commis­ 
sion. 


Traffic is up 6.77 per cent for 
the five months of 1964 and rev­ 
enue is up 3*58 per cent. 
The l l free bridges handled 
2,820.965 vehicles last m o n t h 
compared to 2,710.686 for May 
last year. 
This shows an in­ 
crease in usage of 4.07 per cent 
and a net increase of 110,279 ve­ 
hicles. 
Trenton Report 
Traffic on 
the Tronton-Mor- 
risville Toll Bridge during May 
showed an increase of O OI per 
cent, 
while revenue decreased 
3.51 per cent as compared to 
May 1963. 
Traffic- is up 6.87 per cent for 
the five months of 1964, and 


j revenue is up 0.34 per cent. A 
total of 3,181,384 vehicles yield­ 
ing $264,744 have used the Tren­ 
ton - Morrisville Toll bridge dur­ 
ing the five months of 1964.
